■  During  the  year  25  houses  and  47  other  premises  were  connected 
to  the  supply.  This  steady  increase  under  difficult  circumstances, 
indicates  that  the  advantages  of  a  piped  supply  of  ’wholesome  water  will 
eventually  result  in  every  house  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the 
main  being  connected  thereto. 

The  water  continues  to  be  chlorinated  and  the  quality  has  been 
satisfactory.  76  samples  of  water  wore  taken' during  the  year,  from 
different  points  on  the  main  and  from  the  tower,  and  submitted  to  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cambridge  for  bacteriologioal 
examination.  Of  this  number,  73  were  satisfactory;  the  remaining  three 
samples  were  not  entirely  satisfactory,  but  the  lengths  of  main  from 
which  these  latter  samples  were  taken,  were  flushed  out,  and  subsequent 
samples  showed  that  the  quality  of  the  water  satisfied  the  requirements 
of  a  public  supply. 

With  regard,  to  supplies  from  private  wells  and  other  sources, 

12  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  exa.ca.nat ion. 
The  Analyst's  reports  indicated  that  3  of  the  samples,  from  supplies 
serving  one  pair  of  cottages  and  two  farm  houses  respectively,  were 
unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  Action  was  thereupon  taken  to  provide 
the  houses  served  by  these  polluted  wells  with  an  alternative  supply. 

Only  in  the  case  of  the  cottages  was  it  found  possible  to  take  a 
supply  from  the  public  main.  Alternative  supplies  of  a  more 
satisfactory  nature  however,  were  provided  to  the  two  farm  houses.

No  important  extensions  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year, 
but  small  lengths  of  sewer  ’./ere  reload  and  repaired,  where  necessary. 

Hore  cesspools  in  the  area  were  emptied  by  mechanical  laeans. 

This  resulted  in  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  received  regarding 
nuisances  caused  by  the  disposal  of  sludge  close  to  occupied  houses.

The  year  has  again  emphasised  the  need  for  a  comprehensive  scheme 
of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  district,  and  is  of  paramount 
importance  for  the  successful  future  development  of  the  area. 


2.  RIVERS  AMD  STREAMS. 


The  Great  Ouse,  which  runs  through  the  district,  is  controlled 
by  the  River  Great  Ouse  Catchment-  Board*  No  complaints  have  been  received 
of  any  pollution  due  to  circumstances  arising  in  the  district.

The  possibilities  of  the  discharge  into  streams  and-subsequcrltly 
into  the  river,  of  harmful  effluents  from  straw  pulping  plants  erected 
on  farms  for  the  pur-pose  of  producing  cattle  food,  have  been  investigated, 
but  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action. 

Many  minor  water  courses  in  the  district  that  the  Council  are 
responsible  for  :uaintaining  in  a  satisfactory  condition  were  cleaned  out 
during  the  year.  Owing  to  the  number  of  such  water  courses,  and  the 
fact  that  the  expenditure  is  parochial,  some  of  the  parishes  in  the  area 
have  found  tliat  the  financial 'burden  has  ihcreasod,  notwithstanding  tho 
fact  that  in  most  cases  a  grant  of  of  the  cost  of  the  work  has  been 
available  through  the  War  Agricultural  •Cdrxiittoe'.

The  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets  practically  ceased 
during  the  year,  only  4  conversions  being  carried  out.  The  whole  question  of 
large  scale  conversion  is  of  course  inextricably  bound  up  with  the  provision 
of  sewerage  schemes. 

The  existing  arrangements  for  the  collection  of  night soil  from 
the  parishes  of  D 1  unt i sham- o  ur>*E  or  i t h,  Somer sham  and  Warboys,  we re  continued 
during  the  year.

It  was  found,  early  in  the  year,  that  the  monthly  collection  from 
each  parish  was  inadequate,  and  the  Council  agreed  to  tho  complete 
rc- organisation  of  the  Salvage  Scheme,  and  the  district  was  thereupon  covered 
every  fortnight.  .  .

The  collections  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  contractors  on 
behalf  of  the  Council.  The .arrangement  made  in  1941  with  tho  St.  Ives 
Borough  Council  for  the  joint  use  of  premises  and  labour  for  the  storing 
and  sorting  of  salvage  worked  extremely  well,  to  the  mutual  advantage  of 
both  districts. 


During  the  year  approximately  145  tons  of  materials  to  the 
value  of  £680  were  sold.  Owing  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  district 
and  the  consequent  heavy  charges  for  transport  the  value  -of  the  materials 
sold  did  not  completely  covor-  -the  cost  of  the  scheme. 

The  assistance  pi von  by  voluntary  organisations  was  very 
helpful  in  the  collection  of  .materials  from  outlying  houses  and  farms,  and 
in  the  general  working  of  the  -scheme.

EMERGENCY  MORTUARY  ACCOTIMUATICN. 

There  is  no  properly  equipped  mortuary  in  the  area.  In  order 
to  be  in  a  position  to  deal  with  fatal  casualties  due  to  war  operations, 
suitable  buildings  were  earmarked  in  each  village  to.be  used  as  emergency 
mortuaries.  Where  necessary  more  improvements'  were  carried  out*  including 
the  provision  of  concrete  floors. 

Mortuary  Superintendents  have  been  appointed  in  each  village  to 
take  charge  of  the  buildings  and  record  the  essential  particulars  required 
by  the  Registrar-General.  A  few-  of  these  buildings  were  used  for  the 
reception  of  the  bodies  of  persons  who- died  as  a  result  of  road  and  other 
accidents*  pending  the  holding  of  inquests.

No  houses  that  have  been  the  subject  of  demolition  orders  since 
1935  were  demolished  during  the  year.  One  bungalow  was  represented 
as  unfit  and  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  reasonable  expense,  and 
the  Council  subsequently  accepted  an  undertaking  from  the  owner  tliat  it 
would  not  be  re-let  for  human  habitation  until  it  had  been  made  fit.  ’-The 
occupants  were  rehoused  in  a  Council  House, 

No  reconditioning  was  carried  out,  and  many  houses  that  may 
have  been  reconditioned  three  years  ago  liave  deteriorated  still  further. 

It  is  doubtful,  having  regard  to  the  increased  cost  of  such  works  and  their 
present  condition,  whether  the  undertakings  to  recondition  given  by 
the  owners  will  be  carried  out,  and  it  appears  certain  that  these 
mouses  will  eventually • have  to  be  demolished. 


The  condition  of  further  houses  was  investigated,  but  it  was 
felt  tint  no  useful  purpose  could  be  served  by  the  representation  of  such 
houses  until  the  'Council  were  again  in  a  position  to  proceed  with  their 
Slurs  Clearance  Schemes. 


Little  can  be  said  concerning  the  overcrowding  position; 
it  increased  is  certain,  but  the  proportion  of  such  increase  is  small 
actual  position  can  only  be  ascertained  by  a  complete  new  survey.
